Streamlined And Air - Conditioned 

Will Have Gilass-Enclosed Decks 

A French authority recently stat- 
ed that the threat of trans-ocean air 
travel makes it necessary to tackle 
shipbuilding from a new angle. The 
ship can never compete with the air 
liner in speed, but it can offer its 
passe 
freedom, amusement and rest to a 
far greater degree. These. things 
must, therefore, be exploited to the 
full, states W. J. Bassett-Lawke, in 
the P.L.A. Monthly. 

Streamlining is an essential part 
of the design of the ship of the fu- 
ture. The decks are glass- enclosed 
to decrease wind resistance as well 
as to protect passengers from the 
breath of the sea. e 
sible that only conditioned air will 
be used throughout the ship except 
in the outside cabins.
